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NOVELIST’S CHOICE 


Angus Wilson 


HEN I gave up my job at the British 

Museum and became a full-time profes- 
sional writer, one of my most pleasant expecta- 
tions was that I should now have considerably 
more time for reading—not only to catch up 
on what I ‘‘ought” to have read but also just to 
read, desultorily and as I wanted. That I should 
be living in the country seemed to make this 
expectation reasonable. It was not so. The 
various ways by which a contemporary novelist 
lives—travelling, lecturing, reviewing, writing 
articles—all eat up much more time than a nine 
to six job. Creative writing itself, freed from 
routine’s fetters, becomes both more intense and 
more leisurely, demands time for reflection. I 
don’t regret any of these activities but I should 
still like to have many hours a day to read at 
random. I suppose, however, that most reading 
people look back to their childhood and adoles- 
cence in envy of those long, intense, absorbed 
hours of devouring new books and re-reading old 
favourites, good, bad and mediocre alike. The 
only blessing I can count is that the intense 
reading of my youth has left me with the habit, 
so that even though I read far less I still read a 
good deal. 

Writing novels has not changed my primary 
allegiance to the reading of novels, only the 
manner of reading them. Within an approximate 
period of two years I still read again all the novels 
of Charles Dickens, Jane Austen, George Eliot 
and A la Recherche du Temps Perdu. Within the 
same period I usually read also some novels of 
Dostoevsky, Tolstoy, Balzac, Zola, James, and 
additions made only in the past 15 years 
Conrad and Hawthorne. 

Within the past 10 years I have re-read all 
Forster twice and Thomas Mann once. I also 
usually read each year Villette, Wuthering Heights, 
both Alices, Caleb Williams, The Golovlyov 
Family of Shchedrin, and Bouvard and Pécuchet, 
all the novels of Evelyn Waugh. The adventures 
of Augie March, Lord of the flies, and A house 
and its head alone of modern novels have found 


a place among these annuals. It is now seven or 
eight years since I read through the complete 
works of D. H. Lawrence; that was my second 
reading. I do not suppose I shall achieve this 
again but I hope to re-read The rainbow, Women 
in love and Aaron’s rod many more times. 

I re-read all Thackeray’s novels for the third 
time last year. I shall not do this again. Three 
things have conspired to destroy Thackeray for 
me: the comparison often made between my 
work and his, which ought to have flattered me 
greatly but somehow only depresses me; the 
sickeningly deprived, joyless life that is revealed 
in Gordon Ray’s biography; and his worst work, 
Philip, which ought, for his sake, to be destroyed 
because its glaring faults underline the imper- 
fections of his other works too damagingly. I 
read all Trollope during the war and, though 
some of it was rewarding in a rich, damp, plum 
cake sort of way, I shall not repeat the dose. I 
do not care for such intrusions of style as 
Meredith forces upon us, but I like less such 
intrusions of lack of style as Trollope grinds 
away at his readers. 

When I was an adolescent, from 12 to 15 
years or later, I immersed myself in eighteenth- 
century novels. I cannot now take “‘the broad 
human wisdom’ of Fielding nor “‘the manly 
humaneness”’ of Smollett. Such extrovert writers 
have never recovered for me from my total 
immersion in the late James in my thirties. That 
I now prefer The Bostonians to The ambassadors, 
and admire Portrait of a lady more than The 
wings of a dove is hardly enough change to take 
me back to Smollett or Fielding. For the same 
reason I have never tried to read again Scott. 
But I wish greatly that I had time to re-read 
Clarissa and Grandison, both of which I read with 
pleasure at 30, but not with the pleasure I now 
should get from them. Sterne is as repulsive to me 
now as he was then. But this is not for his experi- 
mental style. U/yses, for example, grows upon me 
with each reading, but less now for the parodies, 
the Shakespeare discussion and the other intellec-

tual pyrotechnics than for the character of Bloom, 
who in the citizen scene seems to me the most 
entirely moving figure of twentieth-century 
fiction. 

Hardy has not lasted and after my last reading 
of Far from the madding crowd \ have decided 
to let well alone and to keep him as a past pleasure. 
I used once to say sarcastically that Meredith 
would be the prop of my old age; recent readings 
of The egoist and Beauchamp’s career have roused 
my admiration and suggest that the sarcasm 
may prove all too true. Samuel Butler’s egoistic 
snobbery has now robbed me of my pleasure 
in the swingeing anti-Christian fun of The way of 
all flesh, and the same qualities have lessened my 
pleasure in that other old rationalist idol of my 
youth—Norman Douglas. Ronald Firbank’s 
novels I like to remember and to defend against 
modern taste rather than to read. The early 
Aldous Huxley novels which so influenced me 
in my early adolescence now seem no less excellent 
but like Beatrix Potter’s books, the idols of my 
childhood, monstrously short and simple. Having 
violently attacked the other idol of my youth, 
Virginia Woolf, when I first started writing, I am 
now resisting the urge to re-read all her work in 
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order to find my former admiration and make 
amends. 

I cannot leave novel reading, which is my staple 
diet, without remarking another phenomenon 
which has grown or become evident with the 
years; the swing of my taste within the range of 
my chosen novelists. That in one year’s reading 
I find Maggie Tulliver the greatest achievement 
of George Eliot, and on the next occasion I can- 
not see how I have set so partial a success against 
the triumph of Middlemarch is partly a matter 
of emotional mood but it is also connected with 
the attention to technical achievements that has 
been forced upon me by being now myself a 
novelist. So I will find Proust in one year’s 
reading centred in the social satire of the Guer- 
mantes and in the next can see nothing beside 
the aesthetic philosophy of Temps Retrouve. 
Persuasion’s autumnal mood seems to me now 
a forward step, now, with Louisa’s fall so marked 
a failure, only chilly, spinsterish Evangelicalism; 
Catherine Morland, who at times seems too 
sprightly a joke, now appears as the culmination 
of Miss Austen’s sympathetic art. The total 
appreciations do not vary but the changes of 
mood and centres of technical admiration ebb 
and return in now expected cycles.

EDITORIAL EXCURSIONS: 
LIVERPOOL 


HE rebuilt Brown library, and its new links 

with the Picton and Hornby libraries, is my 
idea of the librarian’s library, and I urge all 
librarians to do as I have just done, and visit it. 
At every turn, and there are scores of them, 
some new evidence of thoughtful librarianship is 
presented. One day, which is all I allowed myself 
for the visit, turned out to be quite inadequate, 
for I was able to give no more than the briefest 
attention to the many details of this splendid 
conception. Even so, the sequence of services is 
so logically arranged that, to a librarian. at any 
rate, the complexities of the building soon began 
to disappear. I came away feeling that I had 
grasped the essence of the guiding principles, 
and that I could give a reasonably balanced 
account of them. 

Putting first things first, it is worth recording 
that although it is by no more than historical 
chance that one finds these central library 
buildings within sight of all that is central of 
commercial and municipal Liverpool, it is not 
chance which brings the visitor into immediate 
contact with what he seeks. The several libraries 
are well guided out in the street, and once inside 
the required library, there is a service point 
manned by a named, chartered librarian, able 
and ready to do the honours. Nor is it by chance 
that the prime mover in all this public service is 
to be got at easily and quickly, for the City 
Librarian’s office is alongside the main entrance. 
First impressions matter, and here they are good. 
The public availability of senior staff is a feature 
which one quickly comes to expect and use on 
every floor and in every department. The staff is 
exercised to the ultimate of its usefulness—the 
working place of the Superintendant of Branches, 
for example, is on a busy public landing, where 
not only can he be seen and talked to, but equally 
important, he can see and control. This pattern 
of control from strategically placed public work 
places is repeated throughout the building. Even 
the porters take turn and turn about on patrol 
duty, packing, van driving, and night watching. 
Junior staff and general assistants are all librarians 
—no nonsense about professional and non- 
professional duties in Liverpool—everybody has 
been or is in process of having been everywhere, 


the girls on wages and accounts can be switched 
to reference counter duties or out to a branch, 
the girls on the multilith machines and in the 
cataloguing section have got there by way of 
general library experience, and are ready to be 
directed back to it or to some other specialized 
service instead. Further, at all times of day, 
there is a constant movement of staff between 
sections and libraries—excellent as a deterrent— 
though one felt that books, staff and readers 
were all so much of an interrelated whole, as to 
have cut public abuse of the service to very little 
indeed. 

Within a few minutes of arrival, Dr. Chandler 
had made it clear that his foremost thought is 
about the future—so much still to be done in 
order to even up the quart in the pint bottle 
situation which still exists! This way of thinking 
is something of a floorer. Itching to be off 
exploring the exciting glimpses already seen from 
just inside the front door, one is taken to see 
instead the great empty space at the back waiting 
to be used for the next great step forward. Not 
many city libraries have such a valuable building 
lot on their back doorstep, not many librarians 
would be more eager to talk about that than 
about what had already been achieved, especially 
when that itself was all so new. 


The Subject Library Idea 


Much has been said and written about de- 
centralization in the form of subject library 
arrangement. Here and there tentative steps 
towards it have been taken, but in Liverpool it 
has been accepted as a whole and put into 
practice. What a revelation of bibliographical 
values both good and bad it presents! Most of 
Liverpool’s subject libraries are already complete 
and to be seen in use, established in their perma- 
nent homes. Others are in a temporary home or 
are not yet in their final form, but enough has 
been achieved already for the professional 
visitor to get the idea and assess it. 

As a fervent believer in, and a frustrated 
establisher of subject libraries, I came away from 
Liverpool strengthened in faith, but confirmed 
in my belief that unmodified Dewey is not a 
good basis for the arrangement of a great 
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library into self-contained subject groups. Readers 
of books do not think about subject associations 
as Dewey thought about them, and few of his 
logical progressions of theoretically related sub- 
jects are without their crazy juxtapositions. One 
can go successfully with Dewey only part of the 
way, and whilst I am willing to listen with respect 
to the man in charge of a great library argue that 
to break the sequence so as to give a more natural 
subject arrangement would be too muddling, I 
am not sure that I could ever be convinced. The 
breakdown points at Liverpool as I see them 
occur with the Biography library in its entirety 
and the treatment of 400’s, 800’s and 900’s. The 
subject library theory has been applied in the 
belief, and in Liverpool it may be a well-merited 
belief, that everybody who uses the library is a 
purposeful reader who knows what he wants, 
and whose wants can be narrowly defined. This is 
not so in other places, and what I missed in the 
Brown and Picton libraries was a brightly inviting 
popular library designed to serve readers who 
only want a book to read. The Bluecoat Central 
Lending Library, not far away does, I believe, 
cater for this kind of reader, and I agree that if 
this is so, it is only a small matter of initial trial 
and error before an intelligent reader finds his 
level. 

If ever I got a chance to design a series of 
subject libraries, I would certainly not use 
Dewey straight. I would rather think first of 
people, and the nature of their interests, and I 
would find myself pulling books in from nearly all 
the Dewey main classes in order to provide 
natural interest groupings in libraries with such 
labels as Woman and Home or Family life or 
Mainly for men or The arts together, or Sports and 
pastimes. This would still leave Dewey straight 
for the theologians, philosophers, historians, 
sociologists. 

What I am saying is not that Liverpool is 
wrong, but thank you Liverpool for doing it 
your way; I know now how far I could go with 
you and where I would break away. 

Liverpool’s subject approach includes the 
provision of duplicate copies, lending and 
reference, standing side by side on the shelves. 
This is a remarkable sight, and it is, one feels, 
the expression of a deeply rooted faith in an idea, 
rather than a piece of genuinely necessary book 
service. The subject approach not only carries 
in its stride all the obvious associated material 
periodicals, microfilms, reference books, etc., 
but associated non-literary material of all kinds, 
and a feature of the library is the extensive use 
of glass-topped display cases displaying rarities, 
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MSS and recent additions to the subject. On 
the walls are framed prints, portraits, documents 
and maps, in most cases having some Liverpool 
association with the subject. 


Circulation and supervision 


The decision to decentralize the issue of books 
was more or less forced by the scattered nature 
of the building. It is a forced decision which 
has produced the happiest of results. It is con- 
venient for readers, it ensures a wide disposal of 
staff in full public view and obviously on duty, 
it is one more of the many small factors which 
add up to the super supervision, which is such a 
feature of the organization. It makes up also for 
what at first seems to be a lack—that of general 
printed directions and guidance to intending 
users. They are missing, but one gets into the 
habit of turning to the nearest, never far away, 
staff member for the information needed. In 
any case, there is an atmosphere of free and easy 
flow of public traffic, and planned, but un- 
ostentatious circulation. One soon becomes con- 
scious that Dr. Chandler’s repeated tribute to 
the architect’s triumph over the six-floor linkage 
difficulty is well merited. The two buildings with 
their new linking staircase offer a seemingly end- 
less string of surprise views and new encounters, 
and the decorative treatment of each area adds 
to the pleasure in merely moving about. The 
cork tile floors ensure that this can be done 
quietly in comfort, and the decorative pleasure 
comes from the skilful choice of what must have 
been fabulously expensive wallpapers, of 
beautiful curtain materials, and of well-chosen 
colours. The atmosphere in the Religious and 
Philosophy library is different from that of the 
Music library. Each is appropriate in some way 
to its subject, and the secret lies in use of colour 
and materials, for they are housed in identical 
rooms and furnished with standard desks, book- 
cases and chairs. 


Furniture and Fittings 


This standard furniture is of interest. To begin 
with it was designed for the future. In the present 
state of the library each table is used by four 
students—in its final phase, when the science and 
commercial libraries are housed in their new 
building, the same desks will have only one 
chair each. Which is why they have flush solid 
ends acting as legs, and why they are the size 
they are. The 7 ft. high, 3 ft. book-case is standard 
throughout the building, it having been decided 
that the mobility of the small unit was more 
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important than the saving of money by reducing 
the number of ends in a longer case of multiple 
bays. The quart in pint pot problem is observable 
too in the low bottom and high top shelves— 
features which can be taken care of easily when 
some time in the future the library spreads itself. 
Is too much being made of what, after all, any 
thinking librarian would do? Maybe, but the 
point has not yet been made, for all these 
hundreds of handsome desks, units of shelving, 
thousands of picture frames, as well as many 
beautifully designed single fittings are made in 
the library’s own joiner’s shop. The ten minutes I 
spent in the company of the enthusiastic crafts- 
man responsible for all this, gave deep pleasure 
to me. Pride in his simple machines, pride in 
the contrivances necessary, pride in the result, 
were all there in good measure. One felt that here, 
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cross-section showing departments of Brown Library and the links with the Picton Library 


as everywhere else in the library, there was 
pleasure in doing the job for its own sake. 


The libraries described 

The succession of subject libraries is best 
described in terms of Dewey main divisions since 
this is the basis of the allocation of space within 
the buildings. As has been said, these are so 
complicated as to rule out use of a ground plan, 
but the cross section diagram reproduced above 
gives a good working idea of layout. 

The Picton Library. Here round the walls and 
galleries of the great circular reading room is 
housed the collection of reference books— 
reference in the widest sense of Generalia, and 
including historical bibliography, prints, and 
rare books. The atmosphere is all lightness and 
space and cleanly order. Paint, glass screens, and

imagination have worked a wonderful job of 


modernizing without spoiling, in this deeply 
Victorian idea of a library. It remains one’s old 
idea of a great reference library, and it is not 
truly an example of the modern subject library 
idea, to which the remainder of the book stock 
is bent. 

The Religion and Philosophy Library. Housing 
Dewey’s 100 and 200 classes, this collection is 
adjacent to the Picton reference library, and it is 
the first of the fully developed subject libraries 
one encounters. The atmosphere begins outside 
the door, where, in a show case, the visitor sees a 
display of archive material relating to religious 
history in Liverpool. The library is small enough 
to be appreciated at once and in its entirety. The 
subjects too proclaim themselves. A reader is 
left in no doubt—if what he seeks is here, it is here 
in all its aspects, on all levels, new and old, 
established and speculative, the reference books 
to one hand, the periodicals to the other, home 
reading copies shelved alongside reference copies 


With a named, specialized staff inconspicuously 
in control—as subject libraries go, this is success. 

The Commercial and Social Sciences Library 
Markets, customs, tariffs, trade-marks—all the 
stuff of Dewey’s class 300—are subjects of im- 
mediate concern to commercial Liverpool, and 
this subject library is approached down steps 
from the main entrance hall of the Brown Library. 
It is an impressive entrance, for the entrance hall 
is a sort of mezzanine, and the eye can travel 
from the great length of the Technical library 
which is up a dozen steps down to the equally 
great length of the Commercial library on its 
lower floor. Good use is made in these libraries 
of Liverpool historical material—pictures, photo- 
graphs, documents as well as books, and here 
one senses the workmanlike effect of the well- 
designed tables and chairs and book-shelves 
mentioned earlier. There was an air of quiet 
purpose and of a service being well used even at 
ten o'clock on a mid-week morning. The

Research Library Advisory Council’s (Ladsirlac) 
working counter is located to the left of the main 
hall. It is a nobly designed area, strategically 
placed for use of business men and research 
workers. Telex is operated by this department. 
Adjoining, there is a meeting room designed for 
technical information lectures. 

The International Library. There is no doubt 
that this library offers one of the most astonishing 
library spectacles many of us will ever see. Its 
deep well of gradually decreasing circular tiers 
of books may be glimpsed from several ap- 
proaches, and to say that the view is eye-catching 
is an understatement—it is at least breath taking 
as well—and may well be other things to other 
visitors. It houses those sections of Dewey’s 400, 
800 and 900 classes that are not concerned with 
the British and Commonwealth. 

Its contents and purpose have been described 
at length, and a photograph supplied, by Dr. 
Chandler in Recorp, 1957, Vol. 59, pp. 331-3. 


This seems to me to be the realization of one of 
the most imaginative concepts in British librarian- 
ship, and it is nobly realized. 

The Commonwealth Library. In close associa- 
tion with the International library is the Common- 
wealth library, housing the appropriate sections 
of Dewey’s 400, 800 and 900 classes. The entrance 
is stately, but the atmosphere is work-a-day. This 
is something which I experienced wherever I went 
in the building—high ceilings, marble pillars, 
engraved arms and dignified plate-glass doors 
and screens there is in abundance—all the 
trappings of wealth and class consciousness—yet 
never did I feel over-awed, and my impression 
was that those using these libraries felt at ease 
too—they looked that way—moving about freely 
or getting on with their work. As in the other 
subject libraries, all the material needed is 
conveniently at hand, and no opportunity is lost 
of presenting Liverpool’s historic part in the 
growth of Empire and Commonwealth.

There is in the same room, a section in which 
books on the literature, topography and history 
of the British Isles is shelved, thus completing 
the Dewey sub-divisions. This seemed to be a 
weak link, and even Dr. Chandler’s explanation 
that it was in an immature state as yet, left me 
unconvinced. The logic of it I see, but its useful- 
ness I still don’t understand. I felt that here was 
a small instance of Dewey being bent to Liver- 
pool’s theory. 

The American Library. Here the presentation of 
Dewey’s three classes language, literature, travel 
and history, is rounded off. I was impressed by 
the range of filing boxes which contain the 
Library of American microprints, and by the 
display of rare American items in the library. 

The Technical and Science Libraries. Each of 
the main divisions of Dewey’s 600 class has its 
separate alcove in the Technical library and the 
500’s are arranged similarly in alcoves on one 
of the galleries of the Technical library. The 
Technical Documents Unit displays thousands 
of current technical periodicals and _ serials, 
including the publications of the Atomic Energy 
Commissions of this country, United States and 
Europe. New current documents and periodicals 
are available on open access in the Technical 
Serials Unit, whilst recent patents, British, 
American, etc., are housed in a separate, but 


associated Patents Library. Older patents may 
be used in the Serials Room. The Microfilm Unit, 
comprising both the reproducers and the readers, 
and their files of microfilms and micro-cards, is 
housed alongside the Science Library. 

The Arts. Books and materials classed in 
Dewey’s 700’s are in a separate Art library. It 
houses also, large collections of illustrations, 
slides and book plates. Opening off the Art 
library are two Print galleries with a magnificent 
collection of prints and excellent facilities for 
using and displaying them. The floor below these 
galleries is used as a great arts reading room, 
which can be used at will as a lecture or exhibition 
hall. 

The Record Office is on this floor, and along- 
side it is the Local History Library. I realize now 
that this left no impression on me, and this is 
almost certainly because its contents are used 
sO imaginatively as background display material 
throughout the whole range of libraries. This is a 
far better effect than merely remembering a room 
with a label on its door. 

These libraries are on the fifth and sixth floors, 
but the Music Library is way down on the first 
floor. Separate alcoves are used for books about 
music, and for scores of all kinds. Gramophone 
records are filed along another wall, and there is 
ample working space for students. Opening off 
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Liverpool P.L.: Reference issue foyer 


the Music Library is a recitals room, with a 
piano which students may use, and there are 
facilities for gramophone listening and recitals. 


Liverpool pulls ahead 

It is difficult to find words in which to sum- 
marize the tremendous impact of these libraries. 
One is drawn towards the word ‘‘metropolitan’’, 
until it is remembered that the metropolis has 
nothing like this to offer. It is in fact the logical 
outcome of the way in which the great provincial 
cities have provided for readers throughout their 
history. Step by step they develop, catch up, and 
pass each other. At this moment it is Liverpool 
that has pulled ahead, and in doing so it has set 
a new standard. 

It must be clear that justice to a great library 
has not been done fully in this brief description. 


The official printed guide mentions scores of 


public services available for the asking—the 
photocopying section for example, linked not 





only with the public, but internally with the 
cataloguing and display sections. There is a 
corner in which delightful shelf guides, filing box 
labels and public notices of all kinds are made, 
and it is linked back to every activity in the 
system. One comes across a little group working 
happily on the mounting of prints and documents, 
and one remembers being shown all the admini- 
strative processes, and the production of cata- 
logues and booklists. The overall impression is 
of a purposeful, integrated and well-organized 
service, where nothing is being done for its own 
sake, but only because it is necessary to the main 
object—getting the books and information which 
Liverpool’s readers want into their hands quickly 
and efficiently. Add to this impression of the 
service, a range of splendidly designed and 
furnished buildings, where nothing needs to be 
explained away or apologized for, from which 
the service is offered, and you get what I got—a 
librarian’s dream come true. 








BIBLIOTHEQUE MUNICIPALE: 1960

E had never believed that a holiday abroad 

should be enjoyed by keeping the people and 
their institutions at a picturesque distance. In 
south-eastern France this summer, among other 
ways of breaking through the tourist barrier, 
we visited public libraries in Toulouse, Carcas- 
sonne, Narbonne, and Perpignan. I suppose we 
were also led by morbid curiosity: in 1956, in 
his The chance to read, Mr. L. R. McColvin 
painted a grim picture of French public libraries 
(““Of the major countries of the world, France still 
has one of the worst public library services’’). We 
discovered, however, that something important 
is happening now in French public libraries, after 
decades of stagnation and spasmodic improve- 
ment. 

Perhaps Perpignan is typical. Perpignan is the 
bustling centre of the ancient province of Rou- 
sillon, a growing city with some 70,000 in- 
habitants. Typically, the municipal library is 
some way from the centre of the town, tucked 
away in the narrow Rue Emile Zola, near the 
art gallery and the museum of natural history. 
From the foyer a dignified staircase on the right 
leads to the Bibliothéque des études (correspon- 
ding roughly to our reference department): 
to the left, the lending department—its younger 
and poorer partner, not yet come of age—is 
announced by a whiff of disinfectant up a narrow 
stair. The opening hours were typical of the 
libraries visited: 9.30 a.m. to 12 and 3 p.m. to 
6.30, closed Monday mornings and for one month 
each year. Some municipal libraries lend freely, 
but most levy a small subscription, which, in 
Perpignan, is 2-5 New Francs per annum (about 
half a crown in real money values). 

The lending library presented a_ typically 
dreary appearance: a predominantly old stock 
of some 10,000 volumes, in drab bindings and 
housed in cramped quarters, together with a 
stack of rather more attractive children’s books. 
There was little useful, serious non-fiction; a 
Manuel practique de l’électricien, published in 
1901, was more typical. 
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Across the fountain court are the lofty, dignified 
salons of the Bibliothéque des études. There is 
an entrance hall, containing the catalogue 
cabinets, a large, pleasant reading room opening 
off one side, and a smaller one on the other side. 
As much of the stock as is conveniently possible 
is shelved in these reading rooms—a suite that 
would compare favourably with the reference 
department accommodation in many British 
towns of comparable population. 

To explain these contrasts in Perpignan and 
elsewhere, and much else that would surprise the 
Anglo-Saxon librarian, it is necessary to consider 
the origins of France’s public libraries. In England 
public libraries originated in an age of uniquely 
acute economic and social upheaval, in the 
intention of stern paternalistic lawgivers to pro- 
vide the labouring classes with means for self 
improvement, or at least distractions from drink 
and Socialism. The atmosphere of municipal 
charity, slipper baths, conveniences, and similar 
worthy examples of municipal enterprise still 
surrounds our public libraries in the older 
districts. Elsewhere they are a marginal amenity 
in the eyes of most of the public, rather than a 
vital national service like the schools. Some 
librarians are consciously fighting this tradition; 
others are unconsciously locked up inside it. 
It is the same in France, except that the tradition 
is a different one, and the devolution from it is 
just beginning. 

Again, Perpignan is typical. The more distant 
past, as compared with our Victorian past, is 
felt in the library, as well as outside in the town. 
Founded in 1759 by Marshal de Mailly, the 
greater part of its stock today consists of pre- 
twentieth century works. Total stock includes 
63,000 volumes, 85 incunabula, and 200 manu- 
scripts. The latter include a bull, on papyrus, of 
Pope Sergius IV (1011), an evangelistary of the 
12th century, and a missal of the Perpignan 
guild of painters (1490). There is, in addition, a 
well catalogued local collection of some 8,000 
volumes. Much the same could be said of the 
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stocks of the three other libraries visited and of 
dozens of other French public libraries. 

In 1791 the revolutionary National Assembly 
confiscated the libraries of the emigrés and the 
religious houses and in due course entrusted 
them to the communes (primary local authorities). 
However, despite good intentions, these libraries 
failed, until recent times, to develop into public 
libraries in the Anglo-Saxon sense. They tended to 
become conservatories, used only by scholars 
and a few local intellectuals, neglected, ill- 
supported, and half-forgotten by the communities 
which they were supposed to serve. Some are 
still in this condition. (In recent years there has 
been a movement afoot to make these collections 
of older books better known, and many towns 
are conserving and restoring their collections, 
with the help of subsidies from the national 
Direction des Bibliothéques.) 

However, in the three smaller libraries visited 
the Bibliothéques des études had been developed 
into reference libraries run on modern lines—by 
the addition of relatively up-to-date book stocks, 
much or all on open shelves, a good selection of 
periodicals, and with pleasant reading rooms 
(which seemed mainly to be used by students). 

So far as we could observe, much less progress 
had been made in developing modern, large scale 
lending departments with an attractive ap- 
pearance, dynamic stock, and mass readership. 
But changes are undoubtedly on the way. And 
everywhere issues were slowly rising: in Perpignan 
from 28,570 in 1957 to 30,560 in 1959. Some 600 
volumes are added annually to the lending library 
stock. 

As to the future at Perpignan, the librarian 
hopes to establish the present children’s and 
braille collections as separate departments, 
among other plans. But progress here, as else- 
where, will remain pitifully slow until France is 
convinced that a modern public library service is 
really worthwhile. For example, expenditure per 
head of population on books, subscriptions, 
bindings, etc., at Perpignan stands at only -2 New 
Francs (i.e., 34d. at the exchange rate, less in 
terms of real money values). 

Staffing follows in the same tradition. Outside 
the big cities it still normally seems to consist of a 
librarian (and possibly a deputy librarian) and a 
number of non-professional staff. The city of 
Toulouse has only four municipal librarians, 
including the chief. The staffing pattern thus 
significantly resembles that of a museum or 
art gallery, and is another obstacle to the develop- 
ment of a modern type of public library. 

Nevertheless, high standards have been set. For 
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librarians in small and medium municipalities 
the required standard is roughly equivalent to our 
A.L.A. (Similar general education standards, for 
admission to a year’s full-time study leading to a 
Certificat d’aptitude.) Librarians of the Biblio- 
théque Nationale, University libraries, the 43 
“‘classified’’ municipal libraries, and the Biblio- 
théques Centrales de Prét (see below) are re- 
cruited from among holders of the higher diploma 
in librarianship (for which it is necessary to 
follow a post-graduate course). 

Carcassonne public library, serving a popula- 
tion of 37,000, was smaller than Perpignan, and 
belonged to an earlier stage in the evolutionary 
pattern outlined above. It was hidden away in a 
suite of rooms in the same building as the art 
gallery, the local agricultural society, and similar 
organizations. There was here no clear division 
between the lending library and the Bibliothéque 
des études. The latter centred on a pleasant 
reading room, with a small but useful collection 
of modern reference books (mainly closed access) 
and periodicals. The lending counter was in an 
adjoining room which presented the appearance 
of a well endowed English second-hand book- 
shop. The few newer books (which showed 
relatively high issues) were lost in the unbroken 
rows of drab volumes, ranging from bygone 
popular novels to dusty tomes of the 17th and 
18th centuries. Nevertheless there are some 1,500 
registered readers. Total stock numbers some 
85,000, together with some notable manuscripts 
and incunabula. 

In 1961, however, Carcassonne will be provided 
with at least the framework of a modern type of 
public library service, for a large and attractive 
lending department is in course of construction 
on the ground floor of the present building. 

Toulouse public library may be reckoned 
among the half dozen largest and most progres- 
sive in France (outside those of Paris, which are 
a special case). It serves France’s fourth largest 
city, with a population of 270,000, and is one of 
the forty-three ‘‘classified”’ public libraries. Here 
an aside about government and finance may be 
helpful. The State undertakes a greater responsi- 
bility for the ‘classified’ libraries: the chief 
librarian and perhaps part of the staff are 
appointed, and in part paid, by the State, and the 
remainder of the staff by the Town. Municipal 
libraries are maintained from municipal revenues, 
but State subsidies are available to certain 
municipalities for capital development projects, 
and a department of the Ministry of Education 
Services des Bibliothéques de France et de la 
Lecture Publique—contributes occasional addi- 
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tions to stock. All municipal libraries are subject 
to inspection by the Ministry, to which the chief 
librarian must submit an annual report. Primary 
control is exercised by the municipal library 
committees of “‘inspection and purchase’’, whose 
members are nominated by the prefect (State 
appointed chief officer of the local département 
(county)), on the proposal of the mayor, the 
nomination being subject to ministerial approval. 
Recalling how far the development of our would- 
be national library service has been baulked by 
the Anglo-Saxon addiction to local autonomy 
at all costs, we cannot afford to be condescending 
about this typically French arrangement. 

To return to Toulouse, the library, founded in 
1782, is housed in a very attractive, spacious 
building opened in 1935. The pattern of service 
at this central library was similar to that outlined 
elsewhere, except that the Bibliothéque des études 
was on a much larger scale, with a large modern 
stock, almost all closed access. There was a 
separate children’s library and braille collection. 

Adjoining the great reading room was the 
lending department—Bibliothéque populaire— 
cramped, dark, and poky by comparison, and 
occupying but a small corner of the building. In 
general it was similar to that at Perpignan, except 
that the stock was rather newer and cleaner, and 
that the general impression was more that of a 
working library. Loans per annum have now 
reached the 168,000 mark (equivalent to those of 
a medium-sized British municipal branch library), 
plus 20,000 loans from the central children’s 
library. In all the libraries visited there was an 
awareness of the importance of the children’s 
service. 

The authorities at Toulouse are well aware of 
the shortcomings of the lending department, 
which is to be entirely reorganized. In addition, 
in 1958, a lending library was opened nearer the 
centre of the city. Its design and equipment invite 
comparison with the several attractive branch 
libraries opened in Britain in recent years. The 
response of the public has been very favourable, 
but, as the chief librarian has pointed out in an 
account of the library, the inadequacy of the 
stock is a serious obstacle to rapid development 

—shelving for 10,000 volumes, but, three months 
after opening, a stock of only 3,050 (600 juvenile, 
1,500 fiction, and 950 non-fiction). All this seems 
typical of the present stage in the evolution of 
French public libraries. There is an awareness in 
many quarters about what has to be done: and 
there is the will, and the resources, to launch 
projects like this branch library. But in a period 
of sustained economic expansion (by comparison 
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with Britain), there seems a reluctance to accept 
the full implications of these modern projects 
and to realize that a real public library service 
cannot come into being unless ideas of what is 
a ‘“‘reasonable”’ annual expenditure, in Toulouse 
and elsewhere, are revolutionized. At Toulouse, 
for example, expenditure per head on books, 
bindings, etc., is only -37 New Francs, i.e., 7d. 
at exchange rate, but nearer 5d. at “‘real’’ money 
values, i.e., in terms of purchasing power. The 
comparable U.K. figure, excluding binding, is 
(1958-59), 1s. 94d. 

Another growing point at Toulouse was the 
travelling library service to the suburbs, supple- 
mented by book boxes at factories, schools, and 
other places. We saw plans of a fine new “‘biblio- 
bus”’ which will shortly be in service as a mobile 
branch library. 

To M. Maurice Caillet, the city librarian, 
we are especially grateful not only for making us 
so welcome and answering our questions so 
patiently (as did his colleagues in the other 
towns visited)—and for having as much English 
as we have French!—but also for confirming and 
amplifying our impressions of the forward move- 
ment in French public libraries since the early 
fifties. This has not been limited to the towns. 
In 1945 the State Direction Générale des Biblio- 
théques de France undertook to establish a 
Bibliothéque Centrale de Prét in each department, 
from which small libraries (like our ‘‘centres’’) 
were to be maintained in communes with under 
15,000 population. Seventeen such Bibliothéques 
de Prét had been established by 1946, but the 
movement then appears to have come to a 
standstill, except for an eighteenth founded in 
1951. The advance has been resumed, however, 
and today the service operates in 22 of the 84 
departments of metropolitan France. In addition, 
there are 23 other departments which operate 
their own rural service, under the general control 
of the Direction des Bibliothéques. 

Our final visit was to Narbonne, which is an 
ancient city of 32,000, in the middle of a great 
dusty plain covered with vineyards. Apart from 
the fine cathedral, shady promenades of lime 
trees, and memorable dégustation at the Café de 
France, the bibliotourist will find a municipal 
library which is at the most advanced stage of 
the evolutionary process traced above. In 1951 
it consisted of a collection of old, scholarly books 
stored in a room in the town hall; there were 
seven readers on the register. it is now housed 
in a building opened in 1956 which stands on the 
site of an old mill by the side of the pleasant canal 
which forms the main feature of the centre of the 
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New dual-purpose ‘‘bibliobus”’ for the rural service in the department of Haute-Garonne 


city. It is designed in a nice blend of local and 
contemporary styles. 

Unfortunately this building is as yet little more 
than an echoing shell, whose book stock can 
only be comparatively slowly built up with the 
limited funds available. Significantly the lending 
library is here entered directly from the entrance 
lobby (on the first floor), and occupies as much 
space as the Bibliotheque des études upstairs. 
Below, on the ground floor, is the bindery and 
the children’s library, with access to the garden. 

The opening of the new library created a 
demand which could not be met from the 
venerable collection brought from the mairie, 
and a modern stock had to be built up to meet 
this demand. (Annual per head expenditure 
on books, bindings, etc., was about the same as 
Perpignan’s.) Consequently the shelf stocks here 
were the most attractive we saw in France. Issues 
averaged a hundred a day. 

The stock of modern books of the Bibliotheque 
des études (all on open shelves) amounted to 
about 700 volumes. Books and equipment of 
both departments seemed lost in the two spacious 





rooms, like the new house of a couple of newly 
weds, which seems the emptier because of its 
newness and the few strategically placed pieces 
of new furniture. In fact, total stock of Narbonne 
municipal library numbers over 40,000 volumes, 
the greater part of pre-twentieth century publi- 
cation, of course, shelved in two big stack rooms 

a bookworm’s paradise, and full of surprises 
and curiosities. 

Staffing accorded with present facts rather 
than future development—only one librarian, and 
five (‘non-professional’) assistants. 

Classification and cataloguing in the four 
libraries visited conformed to the general pattern 
of library provision outlined above, i.e., much 
variety, and a line of evolution towards con- 
temporary practice in Britain, U.S.A. and 
northern Europe. The problem of storing rela- 
tively large quantities of old stock which is little 
used and to which readers do not have access 
implies shelving strictly by size, with sub-arrange- 
ment by running numbers. Books on the open 
shelves were arranged either by a local classifica- 
tion or by a modified U.D.C. (commonly used in 
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Continental municipal libraries). Lending library 
stocks were arranged under some dozen broad 
subject heads, and then alphabetically by author. 

At all the libraries visited a great deal of 
comparatively recent cataloguing appeared to 
have been undertaken. It was very thorough and 
compared favourably with that of the average 
British public library. Three catalogues were not 
unusual: alphabetical author, alphabetical sub- 
ject, and classified (including many analyticals, 
especially for periodical articles). Card catalogues 
were usual, but the fiction author catalogue at 
Narbonne was attractively and conveniently 
contained in a Kardex cabinet—one card per 
author, with titles on moveable slips slotted into 
the card. 

The British librarian who interests himself 
in French—or Italian—public libraries is unlikely 
to discover many new techniques which he can 
apply at home: he were better advised to visit 
North America or northern Europe. On the other 
hand, his comparative study will impart a deeper 
understanding of the sort of complex historical 
conditions which advance or retard the growth 
of public library services in all countries, i.e., the 
neglected study of “‘library politics’ so appro- 
priate in the Roberts’ Report decade. In the 
second place, he will be made aware that he is a 
member of a humane, honourable, and remark- 
ably dedicated international fellowship, working 
under conditions which are often very different 
from those which he has come to take for 
granted. Yet the problems are much the same in 
France as in our own country: public and pro- 
fessional apathy and petty mindedness, and a 
social order with the same complacent acceptance 
of an inverted scale of values—private affluence 
and public mediocrity .. .

T= work of the National Central Library in 

organizing through its British National Book 
Centre the re-distribution of surplus and duplicate 
books and periodicals among British and 
Commonwealth libraries is now well known. 
Since 1948 over a million books and periodical 
volumes and parts have been directed to new 
homes by this department of the Library. 

When B.N.B.C. was established it was not 
intended that it should confine its attention to 
British libraries, but that it should co-operate 
with Unesco in interchanging surplus and dupli- 
cate publications between British and foreign 
libraries also. Until 1950 this was to some extent 
the case. 

Between 1951 and 1959, however, allocation 
through the lists distributed to British and 
Commonwealth libraries expanded threefold, 
from 37,568 books and periodical volumes and 


parts to 107,564, without a corresponding staff 


increase. In these circumstances international 
work could not be undertaken and during this 
period about a quarter of a million items which 
could have been offered to foreign libraries were 
not; one supposes most of them were pulped by 
holding libraries after they had been offered to 
B.N.B.C. and not taken up. 

Last year the situation changed. In view of the 
Government’s desire to extend British cultural 
contacts abroad and having in mind also the 
need to improve the supply of foreign literature 
to British libraries, the National Central Library 
was able to have its grant-in-aid from H.M. 
Treasury increased, for the purpose of extending 
B.N.B.C.’s service to include libraries abroad. 
It may be interesting to look at the results of this 
new international service after a year’s working. 

A staff of two was added in March 1960, to 
produce a series of international lists: one 
monthly list of scientific and technical material 
and another covering the remaining subjects. 


THE BRITISH NATIONAL BOOK 
CENTRE’S INTERNATIONAL SERVICE 


These are sent to foreign libraries whose names 
were taken from a Unesco Clearing House for 
Libraries mailing list, amended in the light of 
experience and of advice sought from the British 
Council. 

The material dealt with is that currently 
offered for inclusion in the Centre’s British 
book and periodical lists and not taken up by 
subscribing libraries. Naturally some selection is 
made, as there is little point in including, for 
example, local history material or items which 
ought if possible to be kept in the United King- 
dom. (Such items are offered directly to individual 
British libraries at this stage and usually accepted, 
even when these libraries have already had the 
opportunity of selecting the same items from the 
British lists.) The lists contain about 700-800 
book and periodical titles each. 

The mailing list included at first about 250 
libraries and 52 exchange centres, but it is kept 
under review. At present there are 104 libraries 
and 43 Exchange Centres, each of the latter 
dealing with many libraries. In the period from 
May 1960 (when the first requests were received) 
to March 1961 (the end of the Library’s report 
year), 19,917 books and periodical volumes and 
parts were allocated to libraries in the following 
countries:

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The writer has been assured personally of its 
value by some of the librarians receiving this 
material. 

The National Central Library has _ never 
conducted B.N.B.C. as an “exchange” centre 
with a guid pro quo policy. This international 
service does, however, give preferential allocation 
to libraries which offer suitable foreign material. 
An additional incentive to such libraries is the 
postage refund facility mentioned below. Offers 
of foreign material have been encouraging. As 
well as many lists of duplicates available to all 
comers, 3,987 titles were offered exclusively to 
B.N.B.C. These were either inserted in the British 
lists or circulated to libraries likely to be in- 
terested—a suitable procedure in such special 
fields as toxicology, crystallography, petroleum 
geology, textile manufacture, animal husbandry, 
crop protection, fire prevention, criminology, 
cancer research and timber and fuel tech- 
nology. 

What might have proved troublesome were the 
large number of untransliterated Russian offers 
on slips from the Lenin State Library and 
elsewhere. Fortunately the staff concerned have 
some facility in Russian and, in consultation 
with the Library’s Russian Union Catalogue, 
have been able to place most of these offers. 
New methods are being constantly tried. By 
special arrangement these titles have been notified 
to the R.U.C. immediately on arrival, where 
they have not indeed been added to the Library’s 
own stock. 

Altogether more than 6,000 volumes and parts 
of foreign publications, in many cases valuable 
or previously unobtainable, were received by 
British libraries as a result of the international 
service. 

Large foreign libraries with extensive exchanges 
do not expect either to pay or to receive postage 
refunds. On the other hand, individual British 
libraries taking the trouble to keep material for 
B.N.B.C. and then send it to foreign parts 
do not expect also to foot the postage biil, 
especially as they would not necessarily receive 
foreign publications from the libraries con- 
cerned. This problem was foreseen, but it took 
a little time to make the following arrangement, 
which it is hoped has overcome most of the 
difficulties. 

Normally libraries overseas are expected to 
refund postage costs on books they receive from 
British libraries, directly by means of international 
postal reply coupons or otherwise. Where it 
seems likely that books and periodicals given and 
received by a foreign library through B.N.B.C.’s 
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international service will more or less balance 
over a period, the library may ask B.N.B.C. for 
exemption from the postage refund obligation. 
B.N.B.C. arranges this by means of a special 
international postage fund to which British 
libraries receiving material from the foreign 
libraries concerned are asked to contribute, and 
from which British libraries sending material to 
the exempted libraries are reimbursed by B.N.B.C. 
All detailed accounting is avoided. 

Apart from this, the new service has meant 
only slight adaptation of B.N.B.C.’s basic organi- 
zation. As always its viability depends on 
the generous co-operation of British libraries 
who in this case keep unwanted material for 
another three months after British allocations 
are made. Only one library out of the five hundred 
co-operating has declared itself unable to do this. 
They also cope with despatch to places ‘from 
China to Peru’’ with such names as Baku, 
Bangkok, Erevan, Fukuoka, Jamshedpur, 
Jyvaskyla, Lima, Poznan, Sarajevo, Tampere, 
Tukuman; and accept inevitable postage refund 
delays. 

This programme is still developing. Libraries 
Overseas are always in need of collections of 
standard British books and occasionally Unesco 
has given a small allowance to pay for their 
transport. Foreign libraries are beginning to 
respond to ‘“‘wants”’ lists; some are willing to 
search for out-of-print material wanted by 
British libraries. 

Most foreign academies and important pub- 
lishing libraries already have direct exchanges of 
current titles with their British counterparts, 
but even in these cases B.N.B.C. has been able 
to arrange new exchanges and also to obtain 
back numbers and runs which for some reason 
had not been received: it seems that here, and 
also in the case of new libraries with no experience 
of exchanges, a central information point can be 
helpful, especially where exchange material 
attractive to foreign libraries is available to the 
centre. 

This influx of foreign material has to be viewed 
in the context of the National Central Library’s 
own increasing acquisition of foreign publications 
and of the growing awareness in British libraries 
of our collective shortcomings in this field. 
The help which the National Central Library, 
with this extension of B.N.B.C.’s activity, is 
now able to give to libraries in this country 
in obtaining foreign material points to an in- 
creasingly useful future in the United King- 
dom for this kind of international cultural 
co-operation. 
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Public Libraries of Paris* 

Seventy-nine municipal libraries are open in 
Paris, five of them for children and two of them 
specialized (in feminism and graphic arts). In 
1960 they lent a total of 3,002,448 books, as 
against 3,064,864 in 1955. Considering the growth 
of the population of Paris during this period 
(6°5 per cent), and the increases in the price of 
books, these figures represent, if not a retreat, at 
least a marking time.! 

‘‘Why don’t people read ?”’ I asked the librarian 
of the 20th arrondissement. ‘‘Because of cars’’, 
he said. **My library is almost empty on Sundays, 
except when it rains. Other factors are the ‘telly’ 
and other amusements”. 

It is young people above all who read. Readers 
aged from sixteen to thirty form more than half 
the users of the municipal libraries. Naturally, 
you could say, for they are the students. This is 
true: to such an extent that the libraries of the Sth 
and 6th arrondissements have as one of their 
essential functions the task of relieving the 
university libraries of their overflow. Textbooks, 
at all levels, are therefore very numerous in the 
libraries of this quarter, and they are scarce in 
those on the Right Bank .. . 

But up and down the social scale people read. 
What do they read? Novels: an average of 34 per 
cent, but as high as 62 per cent in the 20th 
arrondissement where most of the readers have 
only had a rudimentary education. In the 18th 
arrondissement, for one white-bearded old man 
bent over a medical Larousse ‘“‘to learn some- 
thing about my little physiological troubles’’, 
you will find two or three readers who have come 
‘“*to escape from the surroundings”. . . 

*‘No more than a third of our members read 
for instruction’, a librarian in the 20th arron- 
dissement estimates. But it is much the same in 
all districts, and the list of books most in demand 
does not vary much either. Troyat, Druon, and 
Simenon are popular everywhere. Everywhere, 
though the demand is much smaller, people ask 
for Beauvoir and Pasternak . . .2 

In general these libraries are quite well stocked. 
Each central library has about 20,000 books and 
adds about a thousand a year. The big problem 
is space. The librarian of the central library of 
the 18th arrondissement says he hasn’t a centi- 
metre to put another book. A reading room? 
There isn’t one. There are only twelve chairs 
around a table—for 5,500 regular readers! But

other libraries are luckier. Every year one is 
renovated from top to bottom... 

But there is one factor which, though in- 
significant in appearance, is bringing the libraries 
to the brink of disaster. It is the absurdly low 
number and salaries (330 to 350 New Francs per 
month) [i.e. about £24 to £26] of assistant 
librarians. Lacking a stable staff, librarians 
themselves fill up slips and straighten the shelves. 
They say, ‘‘We have no time to advise readers, 
although they would like nothing better, and we 
have still less any time to read.” 


| Things are not very different in the suburbs 
(in the Seine Department) where the sharp 
increase in the number of loans does not match 
the rise in the population (which is growing much 
more rapidly than that of Paris).

Adult Education Notes 


Recent reports and programmes from public 
libraries leave four main impressions. First, that 
lectures continue to be surprisingly popular. At 
Willesden, for instance, “‘the sixth Annual 
Lecture, on Art and Society, was delivered .. . 
by Sir Kenneth Clark before a capacity audience 
which listened to a brilliant discourse with rapt 
attention”. Two elements at least seem involved 
in this case. The idea of an annual lecture has 
been tried by a number of libraries, and seems 
to have been generally successful; it has now 
become the modern version of the “‘celebrity 
lecture’. Also involved is the influence of tele- 
vision. This has stimulated interest in subjects 
such as art and archaeology, and in lectures on 
them, particularly by speakers well known from 
their television appearances. But whatever the 
reasons may be, there seems little doubt about 
the continuing interest in public lectures, and any 
library arranging an attractive series at monthly 
intervals throughout the autumn and winter can 
be reasonably certain of success. 

The second impression is that programmes now 
differ more widely than they did. At one time there 
seemed to be an almost monotonous similarity 
about the adult education activities of libraries, 


but there seems now to be a refreshing tendency 
for each library to present a distinctive pro- 
gramme. Here are a few examples: at Stepney, 
there was an emphasis on good films with an 
obvious connection with books, such as Jane 
Eyre, Cyrano de Bergerac, Murder in the 
cathedral. Chesterfield presented a most attrac- 
tive ‘‘Festival of films and music’, with one 
activity (film, lecture or concert) each evening for 
a week. Sheffield has its well used library cinema, 
its gramophone recitals, and its courses on 
methods of using books. Finchley has its ‘‘Lec- 
tures on Wednesdays’’. Swindon offers a wide 
range of cultural activities at its Arts Centre. 
These are, of course, only a few examples, taken 
almost at random, but they illustrate the variety 
of approaches. 

A third impression is that leaflets, and printed 
publicity generally, have greatly improved. Some 
leaflets are still overcrowded, or badly printed, 
or both, but many are attractive and well pro- 
duced. Glasgow, for instance, announces its 
lectures in a booklet which gives a separate 
page to each series, and uses that page to give 
simply title, dates and lecturer, with entries well 
spaced. Swindon’s ‘“‘Wednesday concerts’ are 
announced in a four-page leaflet, in which good 
layout enables a surprisingly large amount of 
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information to be given without any appearance 
of overcrowding. Buxton’s lectures are listed on 
a card, made attractive by its type and layout. 
These are examples of a fairly general trend 
towards greater simplicity, which is almost 
certainly more effective. Simplicity does, how- 
ever, involve losses as well as gains, and the 
possibilities of the more detailed type of pro- 
gramme may be illustrated by Thurrock’s ‘“‘Winter 
activities”. The appearance of this is far less 
attractive, and it includes advertisements, but 
it gives more information about lectures and 
lecturers, and it lists some of the books which 
could be used to follow up lectures. 

The fourth impression is that librarians are 
far too reticent about this side of their work. A 
great deal is happening, much of it interesting 
and imaginative, but usually reports devote no 
more than a brief and austere paragraph to it. 
Manchester, for instance, has an outstandingly 
successful Library Theatre, which is one of the 
achievements of British librarianship. The annual 
report, however, says little more about it than 
that eleven plays were presented (titles listed), 
income exceeded expenditure by £2,773, the 
company appeared on B.B.C. television, and the 
auditorium was redecorated. Surely a little more 
blowing of trumpets is called for, and a little 
more information. 

Reports from University Extra-Mural Depart- 
ments and W.E.A. Districts show two trends of 
particular interest to librarians. The first is a 
considerable increase in the number of residential 
courses. This side of adult education has de- 
veloped rapidly during recent years, and shows 
signs of developing still further, The question 
arises how far these courses need books. Some 
undoubtedly do—for instance, courses lasting 
for a week or longer and involving study at 
advanced level. But what about the numerous 
week-end and short mid-week courses? Most 
residential colleges have their own libraries, but 
these contain chiefly quick reference works 
and books for general reading. Should these be 
supplemented by books from a public library or 
extra-mural library dealing with the subject 
studied during each course? Practice varies 
widely, and it is not at all certain what is the 
right answer. In two or three days, devoted 
mainly to lectures and discussions, there will not 
be time to read the books, but on the other hand 
students will be able to look at them just as their 
interest in the subject is at its height, and this 
may well stimulate them to borrow them from 
their local library when they return home. Is this 
sufficient to justify sending a special collection, 
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or would it be better to give each student a 
reading list—and if so, what type of reading list 
is most effective? There is a problem here which 
both tutors and librarians could usefully consider, 
if full use is to be made of the stimulating effect 
of short residential courses. 

A second trend is towards more suitable 
accommodation for non-residential courses. Too 
many of them are still handicapped by thoroughly 
unsuitable premises, but considerable efforts are 
now being made to improve the position. It is, 
however, rarely possible for courses to meet in 
specially built or specially adapted premises, and 
suitable accommodation is often very hard to 
find, The public library with a lecture room which 
can be used by classes is able in this way to make 
a very valuable contribution to adult education. 
This is a point particularly worth considering 
when new library buildings are being planned.

Special Library Notes 


Acquisition and Training of Special Librarians 

I have received from the Special Libraries 
Association a very attractively produced pamphlet 
entitled Putting knowledge to work: the pro- 
fession of the special librarian, and aimed at 
gaining recruits to the profession. The pamphlet 
begins by stating that ‘‘a thousand or more 
special librarian positions are now going beg- 
ging’. The position here does not seem to be 
quite so desperate, although a certain firm in the 
north of England has been trying to get a 
“qualified woman’ for several weeks, but is 
there not perhaps room for improvement in our 
own recruitment? Are British special librarians 
overwhelmed with first-class applications every 
time they advertise a vacancy or are public 
libraries still getting the cream of the school- 
leavers? Perhaps the R.S.I. Section could in- 
augurate a publicity campaign similar to that of 
the S.L.A 

By the same post came an article by Jesse 
Shera entitled ‘“‘The training of the chemical 
librarian”, reprinted from Special libraries, Jan. 
1956, and this leads me to a few thoughts on 
training. Having got our special library assistant, 
do we in Britain pay sufficient attention to 
educating him (or her)? Aslib runs occasional 
courses and the R.S.I. Section probably does 
something locally, but is this enough? I remember 
how important ‘“‘in-service training’? was in my 
public library days and I wonder if we special 
librarians do enough of this. Also, do we make

sure that our assistants know something about 
other kinds of libraries and how each organiza- 
tion fits into the network of library resources? | 
often wonder how a young assistant with only 
special library experience manages to pass the 
First Professional Examination. Part of the blame 
for this can be laid at the feet of the examiners— 
witness this June’s paper with its question on 
petty cash—but not all of it. In the East Midlands, 
the Joint Committee for Education has begun a 
very promising scheme for the interchange of 
staff between various libraries, which should 
give public and special library assistants an 
opportunity to learn something about each 
other’s work (although only three special libraries 
at present co-operate); as far as I am aware, there 
is no similar scheme in this country and other 
regions might well look to the East Midlands as an 
example worth following. 


Information Officer vy Librarian 


It seems a logical step from the training of 
assistants to this soundly flogged horse, which 
has recently been resurrected in Engineering. Mr. 
B. T. Stern, Information Officer of the Chloride 
Electrical Storage Co. Ltd., in a long, long letter 
on pages 653-4 of the 12th May issue, queried the 
use of librarians for such work as translating, 
editing research reports, abstracting, advising on 
patent law, typographical layout, lecturing, etc. 
**The specialist in information has the necessary 
training to know where to locate technical 
trade journals” (the librarian has not?), the 
information scientist “‘should have linguistic 
ability and knowledge of the community he 
serves” (the librarian should not?). An excellent 
reply to Mr. Stern from Mr. B. J. S. Williams, 
Chief Librarian of Hawker Siddeley Aviation 
Ltd., Kingston-on-Thames, appeared in the issue 
of 26th May, pointing out that most librarians 
are capable of doing a little more than issuing 
books, and this was followed by a résumé from 
Mr. P. M. Hughes (16th June) of the old ‘‘scien- 
tist v librarian’’ argument, bringing together the 
views of Foskett, Agard Evans, Farradane, 
Ashworth and others. I remember hearing Mr. 
Ashworth say, with regard to qualifications, that 
what he wanted was “‘the best man for the job”’, 
and this seems to me the most common-sense 
approach. But since it is fair to expect a rheologist 
to have studied rheology, a mathematician to 
have studied mathematics, and a chemist to have 
studied chemistry, should not one also expect a 
librarian or information officer to have studied 
the retrieval and use of information? 
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In the 30th June issue, pages 885-6, Mr. R. 
Hindson goes beyond this question of qualifica- 
tions and laments the lack of a national policy 
for scientific and technological information. His 
letter—a copy of which should be sent to Viscount 
Hailsham, Dr. Urquhart, every Member of 
Parliament and every industrialist in the country 
—makes several interesting observations. The 
work of SINTO, CICRIS and HERTIS is praised, 
but why do they have to exist as unco-ordinated 
groups? There are only 922 industrial and com- 
mercial members of Aslib, and yet nearly 15,000 
manufacturing establishments employ over 100 
persons. Why has D.S.1.R. refused support for 
British technology index? Why is the accom- 
modation of many technical college libraries so 
poor and why are their librarians often so badly 
paid? Bravo, Mr. Hindson, who concludes by 
pointing out that “‘the satisfactory recording, 
supply and exploitation of information is as 
important to this country as, for example, a 
satisfactory transport system, a good national 
health service or adequate housing, since the 
staffs of these and other spheres of activity must 
be able to make use of recorded information to 
assist them in administration and administrative 
development”’. 


Dr. Urquhart at Nottingham 

As might be expected, a goodly crowd assem- 
bled on 18th May to hear Dr. Urquhart bring 
the gospel of N.L.L. to Nottingham. They were 
not disappointed; Dr. Urquhart was as provo- 
cative as anticipated and at the same time must 
have impressed most of the audience by his 
good humour, his personality and his obvious 
ability. Several questions were put to Dr. Urqu- 
hart—(most of them were answered!)—and two 
were put to the audience. Should the N.L.L. 
become a sort of N.C.L. for science and techno- 
logy, and could the present “‘Loan Requisition” 
and ‘‘Photocopy Requisition’ forms used by the 
Science Library be replaced by one form, leaving 
N.L.L. the option of supplying either a loan or 
a photocopy? The answer to both seemed to be 
in the affirmative. Naturally Dr. Urquhart had 
something to say about qualifications—and, as 
might be expected, A.L.A. and F.L.A. came a 
bad third, after scientific and linguistic degrees. 
But perhaps Mr. John Marshall, Chief Librarian 
of the English Electric Company’s Whetstone/ 
Rugby Library, made the best point in his vote of 
thanks: N.L.L. would only be concerned with 
despatching requests, not with any information 
work, therefore neither scientists nor librarians 
were needed but Littlewoods Mail Order stores.

Publishing Co., 33 South Drive, Brentwood, 
Essex, are to begin publishing Electronic and 
communications abstracts in September 1961, at

the news that volume 1, no. 1, of Technical 
educational abstracts from British sources was 
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published in April 1961, covering September to 
December 1960. For those who don’t know, it is 
published by the National Foundation for 
Educational Research in England and Wales, 79 
Wimpole Street, London, W.1, and costs £2 2s. 
per volume of 4 quarterly issues. 

The United States Office of Scientific Research 
and Development’s Microfilm index (PB 161976), 
indexing recently declassified reports of World 
War II, is available from the Office of Technical 
Services, U.S. Department of Commerce, 
Washington 25, D.C., at $10 including postage. 
The reports themselves may be obtained from 
Photoduplication Service, Library of Congress, 
Washington 25, D.C. 

Pergamon Press’s new periodical, Infra-red 
physics, costs £3 10s. for individuals and, in 
usual P. P. fashion, twice as much for libraries. 

Would-be subscribers will now have received 
the prospectus for, and list of periodicals to be 
indexed in, the Library Association’s British 
technology index, which I welcomed in my March 
notes and which will commence publication in 
January 1962. Most librarians will have some 
comments to make on the list of journals, and 
it is up to each of us to study his own field and 
inform Mr. Coates of any omissions. I feel that 
the layout could possibly be improved; the 
references might be more clearly set out, and 
please, please, please, will the Library Association 
set an example to others by using standard journal 
layout and World list abbreviations.

Overseas Notes 


The Overseas Sub-Committee of the Library 
Association Council have been considering ways 
of giving support and cohesion to that group of 
our members who are struggling with the 
problems of library provision in the newly 
developing Commonwealth and other countries. 
It was found that an overseas branch or section 
would be of little use to them, since they are so 
widely scattered as to make its management 
by a committee impracticable and the holding 
of meetings impossible. It was felt, however, that 
if a senior Officer of the Chaucer House staff 
were made liaison officer for overseas members, 
it might be helpful to them. 

As I have been corresponding with members 
overseas both officially and privately for some 
years, I was asked to do this job and have gladly 
agreed. I hope to be able to act as an exchange 
post for receiving and disseminating information 
about overseas libraries and librarians, and to 
contribute to the Recorp a regular column 
dealing with their affairs. I shall, therefore, be 
pleased to receive news of developments from 
members serving outside Britain and to arrange 
for its publication in one form or another, where 
this is desirable. 

One of the practical tasks the Overseas Sub- 
Committee have set themselves is to inform those 
who are at the head of affairs in Britain about 
libraries overseas. To help them in this they have 
assembled from many sources (not least our 
overseas members) a collection of reports on the 
state of library provision in the new countries 
of the Commonwealth. These reports have been 
summarized in a pamphlet of some dozen pages, 
and printed under the title Libraries in the 
Commonwealth. Copies have been sent to all 
the persons, organizations and places where, it 
is hoped, it will do most good. This pamphlet is 
not intended for sale, and no copies are available 
for general distribution. 

The most exciting thing the Sub-Committee 
has had to report so far has been the establishment 
of the three Leverhulme Scholarships in Libra- 
rianship. These are each worth £40 per month, 
plus fees, textbooks and fares; and that represents 
the interest on a large capital sum of money! 
Rapid action has been necessary to ensure that 
these Scholarships were effective from this year, 
and advertisements were placed immediately, 
and 63 applications were received. Panels of 
librarians and educationists in each area 
interviewed selected applicants and reported 
according to a programme drawn up in London.

The successful candidates, who will be starting 
their studies as these notes appear, are Miss G. 
Ashwood of Sierra Leone, Miss A. McHarg of 
S. Rhodesia, and Mr. Wong Heng of Singapore. 
The training of librarians from the new countries 
is regarded by the Sub-Committee as having a 
high priority, and efforts will be continued to 
secure further scholarships. 

It is appropriate that the first issue of this 
column should be written at a time when an 
overseas member, Mr. Kalu Okorie, M.B.E., 
F.L.A., has just been honoured by H.M. the 
Queen for services to librarianship in his own 
country. The announcement of this appeared in 
the Recorp for July; but it is too important an 
occurrence for this column not to carry our 
congratulations to him, in addition to those 
already received. 

Dr. R. V. Athaide, B.A., B.Sc., F.L.A., librarian 
of the University of Nigeria, Nsukka, has sent in 
an interesting account of the ceremony of 
presentation of books to his library by the 
British Council. This ceremony took place on 
15th May, 1961, and was attended by the Faculty 
and Students. The presentation was made by 
Mr. M. A. Byrne, Acting Representative in 
Nigeria of the British Council; the gift was of 
books to the value of £1,250 and 55 subscriptions 
to periodicals. The vote of thanks was moved by 
Dr. Athaide. There followed an inspection of the 
displayed gift books and a tour of the campus 
to see the progress of the buildings. The ceremony 
ended with a luncheon party arranged by the 
Principal for the British Council delegates. 

There is news of the Northern Rhodesia Library 
Service, which is being set up following receipt 
of a grant of £43,000 from the Ford Foundation. 
The headquarters building in Lusaka ought to be 
ready this month. The Service will be multi- 
racial. 

Two members who have served overseas have 
returned to the U.K. this year. Miss A. E. 
Walker, F.L.A., has relinquished her post as 
Librarian of University College, Accra, after 
15 years’ service. Her solid achievements there 
are well known. She was a founder and 
active member of the West African Library 
Association, serving a period as President. Mr. 
A. J. E. Dean, M.A., A.L.A., is to succeed her. 
Mr. A. G. Parker, A.L.A., having completed his 
two-year secondment to the Rubber Research 
Institute of Malaya, has returned to the Natural 
Rubber Producers’ Research Association in 
Welwyn (Herts.). During his two years in Malaya, 
he re-organized a library of 15,000 volumes and 
designed the new accommodation. He was a 
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founder member and councillor of the new 
Library Association of the Federation of Malaya, 
and joint editor of the Malayan Library Journal. 

The summer months always bring me the 
pleasure of visits from overseas members holi- 
daying in Britain. It is a pleasure I should like 
to share with others, and to this end I suggest 
that those coming to Britain should notify me of 
the dates when they will be here, and of the 
addresses where they will be staying so that I can 
inform enquirers. Meantime, all those who come 
to U.K. can get information from me about 
conferences of Branches and Sections, and, of 
course, of our general conference of members. 
The programme of the Library Association 
conference normally includes a reception for 
members from overseas. 

Writing of the conference reminds me of one 
thing which I should like to see established at 
some time: that is a periodical conference of 
Commonwealth Librarians to be held in Britain 
or elsewhere. It would be costly, perhaps; but it 
could be most valuable. Please write to me 
about this or any other subject which would 
interest your colleagues in other parts of the 
world. It might help them and you to feel less 
lonely in your efforts to bring libraries to the 
people.

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CORRESPONDENCE 


TUTOR-LIBRARIANS IN TECHNICAL 
COLLEGES 

Mr. G. H. WriGcut, A.L.A., County Technical 
Librarian, Hatfield Technical College, Herts., 
writes: 

I am a little tired of composing letters in reply 
to the circular from my colleagues (July Recorp, 
page 260) and would suggest that your readers 
should refer to Education, 14th July, and possibly 
to the next issue of Technology, if they wish to 
possess a complete set of variant answers. 

The use, or misuse, of the term Tutor-Librarian 
was originally a matter of administrative con- 
venience to demonstrate that the College Libra- 
rian was a member of the academic team with 
educational responsibilities and not solely an 
administrator of a ‘clerical’? department. Many 
Education Officers and Principals have found 
this expedient in offering a salary suitable to 
recruit librarians with the personality, experience 
and qualifications necessary if the librarian is to 
play an effective part in education. Expedient 
because it is unfortunately true, as reports in 
Liaison indicate, that many professional librarians 
believe that running a College Library is no 
different from administering a public library and 
therefore the former can be staffed by public 
library assistants. This policy has undeniably 
lowered the standards of library provision and 
produced College Librarians who can never be 
acceptable to the teaching staff or become active 
members of the Boards of Studies, solely because 
they have become equated with the lower ranks 
in the public library hierarchy. 

It is for these reasons that the term Tutor- 
Librarian was incorporated in the Recommenda- 
tions on the Staffing of Technical College 
Libraries, prepared by the Library Association, 
and approved by the signatories of your letter and 
also by the Association of Technical Institutions 
and the Association of Principals of Technical 
Institutions. 

Providing a library for a College which has 
never had one before is a simple professional 
task but ensuring that the library becomes an 
integral part of the College educational structure 
is another matter. The concept, widely held, that 
publicity and a Cook’s tour of the library 
shelves is what is necessary, is far from true. This 
is the significance of the term ‘“Tutor”’ as distinct 
from administrator—a librarian who is actively 


engaged in seeking to encourage others to use 
books for pleasure and profit. 

In Hertfordshire, where we try to practise 
what we preach, we have had what we consider 
is a reasonable success in our approach through 
the classroom, through the co-operation with 
other members of the academic staff, and through 
normal library contact. But it is clear to us that to 
continue to implement this type of policy requires 
all the skills of a teacher. The course at Garnett 
College offers an opportunity for a librarian to 
obtain these skills—how he applies them we must 
wait and see, for once in possession of a teacher 
certificate he is a professional teacher able to 
teach any subject according to his qualification, 
but we hope that most will practice Tutor- 
Librarianship. But to say, today, with the tre- 
mendous development in education at all levels, 
that such a course serves a “limited purpose”’, 
is another tragic indication of how librarians 
regard their future competence in the field of 
education. 

Your correspondents do not define, though 
they refer to, “‘small’’ colleges. It may interest 
others to know that we have found it both expe- 
dient and necessary to appoint Tutor-Librarians, 
not only in our larger Colleges, but in Colleges 
with only 60 full-time and 250 part-time day 
students and a full-time academic staff as low as 
10. As these Colleges have grown in size, addi- 
tional Tutor-Librarians have been appointed as 
well as the necessary junior and clerical assistants 
required for any College Library. 

I wish it were true that even where College 
Librarians are full-time administrators, sufficient 
staff have been appointed to ensure that the 
library can operate effectively. However, an 
examination of the staffing of the libraries of 
the signatories to your letter will indicate how 
diverse are the opinions of the Authorities 
concerned.

I am concerned about the possibilities of a 
certain library book being destroyed, and I would 
like to ask if any library, in any country, would 
be so very kind as to give me the opportunity of 
buying the book, or if it is not to be sold, then 
send it to me and I will pay the carriage. 
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The book is my own autobiography, entitled 
Every other Sunday, published by Arthur Barker 
in 1955. At the time of publication, it sold out 
within a few months, and could certainly have 
sold a great many more than were printed. I know 
that in every library there has always been a 
waiting list for the book, and so it is probably in 
a rather mutilated condition by this time. (I 
know that this is the case even as far away as 
New Zealand, where my own friends had difficulty 
in obtaining it.)

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Obituaries 


GRINHAM.—We regret to note the death of 
Miss M. E. Grinham, A.L.A.., after a brief illness. 
Miss Grinham had been Reference Librarian at 
Bristol for more than 20 years and was a recog- 
nized authority on Bristoliana. 


Donker Duyvis.—It was 14th July, 1961. I 
was in Delhi. A communication from the Hague 
broke the news of the demise of our good friend 
Donker Duyvis. In the "thirties when the Inter- 
national Federation for Documentation was 
apparently passing through a crisis, Donker 
Duyvis valiantly stepped in and took charge of it. 
It is common for aspirants to easy fame to snatch 
a flourishing organization in affluent circum- 
stances, to enjoy all the goodwill going with it, and 
drop it down after its deterioration had gone far 
enough. But Donker Duyvis was not made that 
way. His way was just the opposite one. Almost 
from scratch Donker Duyvis brought the F.1.D. 
to a pinnacle of position, influence and achieve- 
ment through more than thirty years of arduous, 
passionate, and single-minded work before his 
health broke down far too much to have further 
charge of it. 

In 1959 he felt obliged to ask to be relieved 
of the work so dear to his heart. But the F.I.D. 
was humane enough to keep him on as Honorary 
Secretary General till the moment of his depar- 
ture. This career and work of Donker Duyvis 
had always struck me as a parallel in actual life 
to a major event in the Ramayana. According 
to that epic, Bharata took charge of the kingdom 
of Rama when the latter went into exile. During 
this period, Bharata took no personal advantage 
whatever of the position of eminence to which he 
had come. On the other hand, according to the 
poet, Bharata increased ten-fold the resources 
of the kingdom, purified the minds of the people 
and handed the prosperous kingdom back to 
Rama on his return. When Rama invited him to 
continue to act as his trusted first citizen, he 
quietly accepted this invitation totally free from 
any sense of attachment. So it has been with 
Donker Duyvis and his work in the F.I.D. 

It is now 14 years since I was brought into 
contact with Donker Duyvis by his own initiative. 
We had met often since then. His brotherly 
affection had always been a solace to me. When 
the delegates of the F.I.D. Conference went on 
excursion, he would not let me go in the bus. He 
insisted on my travelling with him in a car. I can 
never forget the meticulous details with which 
he attended to my comforts. Nor can I forget 
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the high intellectual level of our discussions on 
the F.I.D. in general and classification in particu- 
lar. His abandonment to these two causes was 
indeed unique. May his soul rest in peace!

BisHop.—The sudden death of W. J. Bishop on 
27th July is a grievous blow to medical librarian- 
ship in this country, coming so soon after that 
of his friend and colleague, Cyril Barnard. The 
present status of the profession in this country 
owes much to Mr. Bishop’s personal activity, 
both as an organizer and as a propagandist on 
its behalf. He was one of those few (and before 
and just after the War they were indeed few) 
who were instrumental in founding the Medical 
Section, of which he was the first Honorary 
Secretary and later Chairman. In 1950 (by 
which time membership of the Section had 
grown from 33 to nearly 200), he was able to 
address the annual meeting of the Medical 
Library Association in Boston as its guest speaker, 
taking as his subject, ‘“‘Medical libraries and 
librarianship in Great Britain’. Three years later 
he and Barnard were the joint secretaries of the 
First International Congress on Medical Libra- 
rianship, held in London and organized by 
members of the Section. Today the Section 
numbers several hundred. 

Mr. Bishop was for many the embodiment of 
all that a medical librarian should be—thoroughly 
versed in both the older and the modern literature 
of medicine, possessed of a flair for tracking 
down the elusive fact or reference—(he had an 
encyclopaedic imemory), painstaking and meticu- 
lously accurate in all that he did. His works on 
medical history and bibliography testify to his 
ability and it is sad to think that his long- 
projected handbook of medical librarianship will 
now never see the light of day. He was an enthu- 
siastic advocate of improved training of medical 
librarians, and he gave practical expression to 
this in an experimental series of lectures at the 
North-Western Polytechnic in the autumn of 
1950 which led to the first full-scale course there 
in 1951. 

All who met W. J. Bishop, and many others 
who did not but who knew him from his letters, 
will attest to his friendliness and never-failing 
readiness to help other people. He was a modest, 
unassuming man who was the same to everyone, 
irrespective of status. An amusing and effective 
speaker and conversationalist, his cheerful 
presence enlivened many a meeting, and his 
absence leaves a gap which for many of his 
friends will never be filled. G.R. PENDRILL 
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I first met W. J. Bishop in 1946, but his reputa- 
tion as a medical librarian and bibliographer 
was established many years before then. Difficult 
problems discussed with fellow medical librarians 
were apt to be met with the answer, ““Why not 
ask Bishop, he’ll know’, but the thought of 
exhibiting my own ignorance before such a fount 
of wisdom caused me to put off contacting this 
fabulous mine of information. I need not have 
worried. W. J. Bishop was ever ready to help all in 
search of information. He took pains to see that 
you really had everything needed, by starting at 
the beginning and working his way up to 
answering your queries. His knowledge of medical 
bibliography and medical history was encyclo- 
paedic, and what he did not know, he either 
knew where to find, or could say with authority 
that it was not recorded in print. He would go 
to endless trouble to assist, to correct where 
necessary, and to encourage. 

W. J. Bishop’s reputation caused him to be 
consulted by many eminent medical men in 
supplying references, compiling bibliographies, 
providing information and collaborating with 
them in their writings. He earned their esteem, 
which caused them in turn to have greater 
respect for librarians in general. He could meet 
them on their own ground, as it were, and teach 
them something about their own subject by 
virtue of his wide knowledge of medical biblio- 
graphy and history. Moreover, his unassuming 
manner endeared him to them, and they gratefully 
accepted and acknowledged his assistance. 

Details of Bishop’s career as a librarian, of his 
many publications as an historian, and of some of 
the projects upon which he was engaged will be 
recorded by others, but a catalogue of them, 
although extensive, can give little idea of their 
value. They were the result of extensive research 
based on many years of practical experience with 
books and readers. He became thoroughly 
acquainted with medical literature, and ap- 
preciated its rapid development while steeping 
himself in its history. Bishop will be remembered 
as a medical librarian, as a_ bibliographer, 
historian, editor, author, and as a friend, by all 
with whom he came into contact. 

Medical librarians are particularly grateful to 
W. J. Bishop for his early work in the formation 
and progress of the Medical Section; for his 
efforts on their behalf as spokesman at medical 
gatherings, and as our ambassador when visiting 
medical libraries in the United States. He was 
mild-mannered, yet courageous in speaking out 
forcibly when necessary; he was a fount of 
wisdom, but welcomed the opportunity of 
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acquiring more. We may emulate, yet cannot 
hope to surpass him in virtues that contribute 
towards making the ideal librarian.
